The Kind of Force Tending 


tho SlaxlmuDi. 


The force exerted by an animal come* 


from tho actual burning up of tho body, 
is very great, and in a paper on thtS 
subject Trof. Antrim states that it was 
formerly thought that portions of the 
consoles themselves were burued when 
they contracted, and as the muscles 
eonsisFchicUy of protein it was thought 
that working animals needed a largo 
supply of protein in their food totuc.k» 
good tho loss of mnsclo-3^b*,'apr!« 
caused by tho work. Later eif.cri- 
ments showed, however, that no moti 
protein was burned up in tho body clur- 
ing work than during rest, while very 
much moro starchy and fntty mattor 
was burnod, and certain authors ear- 
nestly maintained that working animals 
needed chiefly starchy matter and fat 
in their food. 
Still more rec-imt exper- 


iments havo led to modifications of 
these views. With our present knowl- 
edge upon this subject, the truth ap- 
pears to be that either protein, earbyd-- 
rates or fat may serve as fuel in the bodr 
for the production of power. If enougK 
of tho two latter are supplied, no pro- 
tein is used. 
If tho supply of them is 


ieficioct, tho protein of the body mwr 
be used to make up for their lack. 


Acooriiing to this, it would appeal 


that it makes little difference what pro- 
portions of protein, carbhyJralos and 
fat tho food of a working animal con- 
tains, provided it receives enough of 
them all taken together. 
Ki-lleetion, 


however, shows that this is not alto- 
gether true. 
In the fup;it place a cer- 


tain waste of protein from the body is 
continually going on, whether it is rust- 
ing or working, and the food must con- 
tain onougli protein to make good the 
waste. In the second place, we liuve 
still much to loam about the origin oi 
muscular power, and in the meantime 
we must hold to practical experience, 
and this shows that rations tolerably 
rich in protein are best adapted for 
working animals. 


The food of working animals usually 


consists of hay or other coario fodder 
and of grain or some of iNbi-producti, 
notably bran. 
Such a combination will 


in all ordinary cases contain an abua- 
'dance of protein, so that we have sim- 
ply to take care that enough is pro- 
vided. 
In pur table of standards, ra- 


tions are given for working oxen ag^J 
horses, but it seems doubtful if thes« 
can ever prove of much practical use. 
The amount of food must vary, of 
course, with the amount of work re- 
quired from the animal, and must be 
determined by observation in earh par" 
ticular caso, while if ordinary fodders 
are used, the proportion of protein to

The more coarse fodder an animal rats, 
then, the more of this ballast, is it 
obliged to chow, swallow, w o i k over in 
its stomach aud intestines, and carry 
about with it. 
All this involves work, 


and tho force so applied is just so iniioh 
subtracted from the amount a\ail;iblo 
for useful work. 
Moreover a bulky 


fodder oilers mechanical hindrance to 
rapid motions such as nro required of 
tho horse in particular, in whom over- 
loading tho stomach with bulky food 
may lead to the most serious COIIM;- 
queucca. 
A certain bulk ot fodder is, 


of course, desirable, both that tho 
first stomach of oxen may be properly 
liiled and rumination piopciiy per- 
formed, and to prevent, in case, of tho 
horse, the impaction that is liable to 
follow the too free use of ground feed. 


The question of corn vs. oats for 


horses is one that is often raised. 
Viewed in the lisht of the above re- 
marks there would scorn to be but little 
choice between them. 
O.its contain 


more protein than corn, but we have 
seen that this difference is not of very 
great moment. 1'rovided corn meal 
were mixed with cut hay or straw to 
prevent impaction, there, would .seem 
to bo no reason why it .should not servo 
as good a purpose as oats.

less, experience hns shown that while 
torn is aa excellent feed for Jraft 
aor«es it can not take the place of oats

James Mullen, Tired of Lire, Attempts to 


Kill Himself. 


James Mullen tried to kill himself at 


10 o'clock this forenoon, in a small upper 
room at H. Smock's boarding house, on 
East Main street. Mullen is a tailor by 
occupation, and has been employed by 
Race & Go. as a coat, maker, for several 
years. He indulges in about two sprees 
a year, and was about recovering from 
one of his prolonged tears, when he be- 
came tired of life and made an attempt 
to kill himself nt the hour stated. He 
was np town this nioming, and with the 
proceeds of his sewing machine that he 
sold, bought a 82-oalibre revolver. Then 
he bade good-bye to several friends, say- 
ing he was going away, and then he re- 
turned to his room at the Smock home. 
Soon after his return two pislolehots were 
heard, and on going to Mullen's room he 
was found bloody and unconscious in 
bed. l)r. Wheelor wua summoned. He 
made an examination, finding that the 
bullet hud entered the body ona inch be- 
low the left nipple. It struck a rib and 
passed around under the skin 7'4' iuchep, 
where the physician found it. Mullen 
had removed all bis clothea except hh 
pantaloons and undershirt, and pulling 
up the shirt with hid left tmnd ho fired 
the shots with the light hand. The sec- 
ond shot went wild and struck n water 
pitcher on a stand 
It was shattered into 


fragments. 


Mullen is not fatally woundnd. lie is 


about f)5 years of ago and is un Irish- 


man. 
He told tho doctor that he shot 


hinwelf to staudy his nerves, Mullen bus 
a sister living ut Bloomiugton. He will 
recover. 


Death of J. B B. Baerrick. 


We are called up>n to-day to chronicle 


the death of 7. B. B. Sherriok, which oc- 
curred at 3:15 o'clook this (Saturday) 
morning at the family residence, No. 1042 
North Union street. The deceased had 
long been afflicted with a nervous trou- 
ble and had been confined to his home 
since March, 3884. Gradually he grew 
worse until his condition became alarm- 
ing three days ago. 


The deceased was a native of West- 


moreland county, Pennsylvania, and was 
aged about 6.J years. He leaves a widow 
and four children—three daughters and 
one son, Dr. Ohauucey Sherrick, who is 
practicing medicine at Little York, War- 
ren county, III. Mr. Hherrick, who was a 
clear-headed and well-informed man, was 
by occupation a school teacher, having 
taught school at the fourth ward build- 
ing, this city, and also the colored pupils 
at the old church on South Main street. 
He also taught school at Forsyth and at 
Aotiooh. He had served the county and 
township in an official capacity as county 
surveyor, township assessor and collector.

Sheds and stables for stock are built 


only just high enough to work in, 
nothing stored above, but all theso 
roofs are maintained simply for the 
•tables; and after maintaining roofs 
enough to cover barns to hold all their 
orops, whether of gram or fodder. 
they stack out all their grain and ^hay. 
and then, carry every food by itself 
from rick-yard "to tho stable, requiring 
nearly four times the labor in feeding 
necessary if the hay or fodder were 
stored lu the game buUd'mp with the ani- 
mals. A low buildini? requires the same 
foundation and rooting necessary if tho 
buildings were made nigh enough for 
largu storage. Our farmers do a littla 
better than this, but th» waste Is large 
here 
Xuto the largo number of low 


buildings, where large roofs are kept 
up limply for stables. It is not too 
muou to say that thousands of farms 
can be found where one-half the rool 
inz used would accommodate th» stock 
and all the storage required by budd 
luff one large barn ot proper hwght. 


Burns are also mor« economical to be 


built wide instead of narrow and long 
Barn* thould never bo built with posts 
low«r than twenty fwt, and if of con- 
ilderable size thould be twenty-fire feet 
hlzh, and use some long braces to make 
thi building stiff. 
One long braoe does 


more to stiffen a building than many 
short ons*.
